year the toll road in the canyon 


showed a net profit of about $10,000, 
the total income from the toll gate 
being more than $13,000 while the 
expenses totaled only a little more 
than $3000. Coupled with the fact that 
the road is not in good shape at 
this time this statement has spurred 
the canyon property owners to ac- 
tion. 

As a result of the agitation which 
they and others have aroused it is 
expected that he supervisors of this 
county will take some action within 
a short time. When the project was 
broached last year the water com- 
pany asked $20,000 for the road, As 
‘tthe county -has no funds which could 
be used in this fashion the matter 
was dropped. 

Condemnation Talked 

Through condemnation of the up- 
per end of the road the county could 
force the water company to turn 
the road over and in view of public 
sentiment which is apparent at this 
time it is not improbable that this 
action will have to be taken. 

Those in favor of the move argue 
that the exaction of toll is not fair 
either to ‘those who own cabing in 
the upper end of the canyon or to 
those who wish to make a trip to 
Camp Baldy or to the owners of the 
popular mountain resort. The land 
about Camp Baldy is the property 
of the public, being a government 
forest reserve and they maintain that 
it is unjust for a private corpora- 
tion to levy tax on each person en- 
tering this domain. 

Are in Favor of Move 

From reports received here today 
it appears that the owners of cabins 
are heartily in favor of the move 
and since the supervisors of Los An- 
geles have expressed themselves as 
willing to go ahead with the project 
if the right of way can be secured 
there is little doubt in the minds of 
the supporters ,of the petition that 
the change can be made very soon. 

It is certain that will meet with 
the approval of the persons who oc- 
casionally wish to travel into the 
canyon, 

Another argument ~ advanced by 
the petitioners is that the road at 
this time is not sufficiently large to 
accommodate the trafiic. It is stated 
‘that at the time of the recent snow 
which fell heavily about Camp Baldy 
and even lower down the canyon 
there were so many machines at- 
tempting to travel up and down the 
canyon road that it was absolutely 
blocked and many persons Were un- 
able to get any distance up the can- 
yon. It is declared that the improve- 
ments which Los Angeles county will 
put in will take care of this large 
volume of travel. 

“RIGHT OF WAY CAMPAIGN” BE- 
GINS NEXT SUNDAY 

A»“right of way” campaign extend- 
ing throughout the southern coun- 
ties of California will be started next 
Sunday by officials of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California. 

This announcement was made yes- 
terday by Secretary Mitchell fol- 
lowing the publication of statistics 
showing that the majority of auto- 
mobile accidents occur through right 
of way errors. 

Motorists in California either do 
not know who has the right of way 
at a street intersection, or they are 
abnormally careless in observing the 
law, claims the Auto Club. For that 
reason, one week has been set aside 
in February for the purpose of edu- 
eating careless drivers in this im- 
portant traffic law, 

Los Angeles, Santa Barbara, San 
Diego, San Bernardino, and River- 
side will be the centers of the cam- 
paign’s activity, and all branch of- 
fices of the Auto Club will further 
the issuing of propaganda for their 
individual districts. 

A suggestion founded upon the 
rules of the road in force in Chicago 
and Detroit will be made. It is in 
regard to approaching boulevards. 
Boulevard traffic in the country has 
the right of way, it will be pointed 
out, and the motorist approaching a 
boulevard from a cross street or 
road will have to stop to see if the 
way is clear before driving onto the 
boulevard, otherwise he will be con- 
sidered at fault in case of accident. 

Motorists who now wield a tricky 
throttle and are “quickest on the 
trigger’ are the ones who grab the 
right of way at street intersections, 
endangering the lives of the more 
careful occupants of other cars, sa‘ 
Auto Club officials. 

The full effect of the campaign 
will be directed at the man who il- 
legally “grabs” the right of way 
when not entitled to it.
